‘The ruled grouse, sometimes referred to asa 
partridge, fs common across much of the province 
Itis one of four grouse species native to Ontario, 
which alsa includes spruce grouse, sharp-tailed 
‘grouse and willow ptarmigan 


Ruffed grouse is by far the most popular small 
_Eame species in Ontaria, A 2020 survey of Ontario 
small game hunters found that mast (63%) 
prefered ruffed grouse and grouse in general 
(77%) to allother small game species. Rutfed 
‘grouse are an important component of Ontario's 
biodiversity, as well as generating wel over one 
hundred milion dollars annually in hunting 
related expenditures.

Ifyou are in possession ofa gun forthe purpose 
‘of hunting in Ontario you are required to cary 
proof of your firearms accreditation under the 
Firearms Act (Canada) - this includes apprentice 
hunters (residents 12-14 years ol. Every gun 
hunter must cary one ofthe following: 2 valid 
possession and acquisition licence, a valid minor's 
licence, ora stamped copy of a Canadian Firearms 
Safety Course CFSC] student report as oficial 
documentation showing successful completion 
fof the CFSC. For nonresidents his ould also 
include a valid non-resident firearms declaration 
form confirmed by a Canadian customs officer,

Starting in 
2022, hunters who fall te report wil be subject 
to. $25.00 surcharge that will automaticaly be 
applied tothe next draw application, licence or 
tag purchase for that species (generally in the 
next year). The $25.00 surcharge wil be applied 
for each report that a hunter fais to submit. if 

_ unter fails to submit a hunter report on two 
‘consecutive oceasions for the same species, they 
vill be prevented from purchasing the relevant 
product(s) (eg draw application, licence or tag) 
the following year 


“The graduated penalty approach takes effect 
in 2022 and the first time 3 hunter wha fails 

to report wil receive a surcharge will befor 
purchases in 2023, Hunters who fall to report oF 
provide false or misleading information may also 
be subject to fines under the Fish and Wilife 
Conservation Act, 1997. 


Reporting Deadlines 


Generally, hunter reports must be submited 
within 14 days flowing the end ofthe lst 
hunting season for that species. Moose and black 
bear hunters who are required to submit their 
report toa moose tourist outfitter or black bear 
‘operator must provide their report backt the 
tutfiter ar operator within 7 days af the clase of 
the season. More details on the requirements are 
provided on the next page. 


Al hunters are encouraged to provide their report 
23s soon as their hunting activities are complete.

DDouble-<rested Cormorants 


DDouble-rasted cormorants may be hunted during 
their fall hunting season (p.87) in accordance with 
general smal game licensing requirements similar 
tw other game bird species, subject to additonal 
‘les and requirements 


Cormorants can only be hunted using shotguns, 
Including muzleloading shotguns, not larger than 
10 gauge with non-toxic ammunition. You cannot 
‘use a shotgun loaded with 3 shell containing a 
single projectile 


Hunters are permitted to hunt double-crested 
cormorants from a stationary motorboat. This 
‘means the motarzost must nat be in motion and 
the power tothe motor must be turned off 


Hunters must have adequate means of retrieving, 
any double-crested cormorant thats shot and 
‘must immediately retrieve the bird and include it 
in their bag limit. Should hunters choose net to 
tse the birds they harvest, they must be retrieved 
and disposed of by ether

possess pels during the closed season,

Hunt Raccoon at Night 


Ifyou wish to hunt raccoons at night, you must be 
_accompanied by a dog licensed for the purposes

rifle, Raccoon night hunters must have their 

{guns unloaded and encased while in a vehicle. A 
Ticensed ight raccaon hunter may use a ight fit 
isnot shone from or attached toa vehice or bot 
eam more at ontario.ca/page/hunt-eccoon night.
